GIRL FALLS DEAD 
AFTER ADDRESSING 
NEW YEAR CARDS 


Miss Margaret Kelleher Suc 
cumbs at the Home of 
George McSkimming. 





A few minutes after she had finished 
addressing letters for a New Year’s re- 
ception, Miss Margaret Kelleher, 2 
years old, of 396A Sullivan avenue, died 
suddenly at 10 p. m. Sunday at the home 


of George F. McSkimming, 2609 Glas- 
gow avenue. 

She had put on her wraps to leave 
for home, and George McSkimming Jr. 
who was to escort her home, had callei 
to her and to the other girls that he 
was ready to start. As she started for 
the door, she uttered a cry and fell to 
the floor. She was dead when a physi. 
cian arrived a few minutes later. 

Miss Kelleher and two of the Me 
Skimming girls were members of the 
Gascondy Club, composed of 13 girls 
who.spent their last summer vacation 
together at a resort of that name. The 
club planned to receive on New Years 
day at the McSkimming home, and Miss 
Kelleher and the other girls had the 
task of issuing the invitations. They had 
spent the evening, addressing and scal- 
ing the invitations. 

Miss Kelleher’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
John Kelleher, were unable to explain 
her sudden death, saying they had not 
known of the existence of any heart 
trouble. She was active and somewhat 
athletic, and enjoyed outdoor life. She 
had been troubled slightly with indiges- 
tion in the last week, her parents said, 
and the physicians believe an acute at- 
tack of this may have caused her death. 

The Coroner began an inquiry into 
the case Monday. 

Miss Kelleher Was a stenographer for 
the Peters Shoe Co.. She was the oldest 
of six children. The funeral will be 
held from St. Matthew’s Church.

Two. Men Tell Story of Tragedy 
at Groundhog Burrow at a 
Coroner’s Inquest. 


While hunting rabbits near Columbia, 
Til, Louts Riebeling, 29 years old, was 
accidentally shot and killed «by his 
lifelong friend, Louis Landgraf, Sunday 


afternoon. 

Riebeling, Landgraf and 
Schneider, all of whom live in the same 
block at Columbia and are employed 
by the East St. Louis, Columbia and 


Waterloo Electric Railroad, had been 
hunting for several hours when the ac- 
cident occurred. This is the: story of 
the shooting, as Landgraf told it: 

Landgraf’s dog had chased a rabbit 
into a ground hog’s hole in the side of 
a steep ravine. 

There was a second outlet to the bur- 
row near the top of the embankment 
and Schnieder guarded this while Land- 
graf and Riebeling watched the entrance 
into which the rabbit had run. 

wondgraf’s dog was sent into the hole 
and Riebeling crouched near it, ready to 
shoot when the rabbit was routed. He 
was between Landgraf and the hole. 

Landgraf had laid his gun on the 

ground. Suddenly the rabbit darted from 
the hole. Landgraf hurriedly picked up 
his gun and the trigger caught in the 
tangled undergrowth, discharging the 
weapon. The shot struck Riebeling’s 
head at a distance of only a few feet.

Diebeling was married and had one 
child. 

This was the third fatality in which 
a hunter was shot in the nelghborhood 
of St. Louis in the last month. 

John Hall was shot under mysterious 
circumstances near St. Charles on 
Thanksgiving day. Two men are under 
arrest charged with complicity tn the 
shooting. They told at the inquest that 
Hall accidentally shot himself, but there 
was a widespread belief that some mem- 
ber of the party shot him accidentally 
and feared to tell of it. 

Randall Short shot and killed . Otis 
Clements while hunting near Venice. He 
is held on a murder charge, though in 
a statement made to the authorities 
Thursday he said the shooting was acci- 
\dental. He admitted rifling Clements’ 
pockets and taking all his money.

destroyed.

ural difficulties.

'. .Ohlo and Mississippi rivers, is handled, 


he adds, by a single industrial line—the 
Monongahela River Consolidated Coal 
and Coke Co., controlled by the Pitts- 
burg Coal Co. 

Coast Waters Under Control. 

In practically all the coast waters of 
the country, it is declared, railroad or 
steamship consolidations dominate wa- 
ter transportation. Their control of 
‘both through passenger and package- 
freight trade is especially striking, says 
_ Comniisioner Conant, on the Atlantic 
and Gulf coasts and on the great lakes. 
Water lines along the Eastern seaboard, 
he adds, have become to a large ex- 
tent auxiliaries or subsidiaries of rail- 
Toads. While competition exists in 
_®reater measure on the Pacific Coast, 
the commissioner points out important 
instances of railroad control there. 
dt is a striking fact, says Commis- 
sioner Conant, that between a number 
of the more important ports on the At- 
ylantic. and Gulf coasts there is only a 
single regular service,

Several of 
the principal lake fleets handling ore, 
coal and lumber, it is said, are under 
the control of the important industrial 
concerns, the largest being the Pitts- 
turg Steamship Co., controlled by the 
United States Steel Corporation. 

On the Pacific Coast, the commissioner 
found independent steamship lines form-

IN CLAYTON GUURT! AT KOREAN TRIAL 


|Wife Files Petition Soem After | ®z 


Withdrawal of Separate 
Maintenance Suit. 


Mrs. May C. Johnston filed suit for di- 
verce from Attorney Roland L. John- 
aston at Clayton Monday. The divorce 


suit follows closely on the withdrawal 
of a suit for separate maintenance, filed 
several months ago by Mrs. Johnston. 

After the maintenance suit was with- 
drawn it is said that Johnston made a 
property settlement: with his wife. 

The suit was filed for Mrs. Johnston 
by Attorney Thomas C. Rowe. Mrs. 
Johnston appeared to be very friendly 
with her husband during the hearings 
before the Probate Court recently, in 
which he succeeded in establishing his 
sanity. 

The troubles between the. Johnstons 
were aired in court proceedings follow- 
ing the arrest of Miss Mildred Kurte- 
nacher, Johnston’s stenographer, in his 
law office several months and 
Johnston's committeement to a hospital 
for treatment for mental trouble. 

Property Restored to Him. 

Johnston was declared, by the Probate 
Court of St. Louis County, to be of un- 
sound mind and Mrs. Johnston was ap- 
pointed his guardian. After he had es- 
tablished. his sanity the guardianship 
was vacated, and his property restored 
to him. 

Johnston’s will, in which he® be; 
queathed practically all of his property, 
except his home, to Miss Kurtenacher, 
was introduced in evidence in the san- 
ity hearing. Under the will Mrs. John- 
ston was to receive only the home, the 
Crags, in St. Louls County, which was 
heavily encumbered. All of his life 
insurance ,by the will, was bequeathed 
tc Miss Kurtenacher. 


Johnston Expected Suit. 

Johnston, before leaving Clayton for 
St. Louis shortly after noon, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that although he 
had not seen a copy of his wife's divorce 
petition, he had known that it was to be 
filed, and that he understood it would 
charge only incompatibility of tempera- 
ment. 

Asked if he would contest the suit, he 
ceplied: ‘‘The time for the defendant to 
plead has not yet arrived,’’ and refused 
to discuss the case. He said he ex- 
pected to leave Thursday for Camden, 
Ark., for duck shooting. 


Why She Dismiased Suit. 
A suit for separate maintenance filed 


June 27 by Mrs. Johnston was dismissed 
July 20. The records of the Circuit Court 
at Clayton contain the following letter 
written by Mrs. Johnston to her attor- 
ney, Thomas J. Rowe: ~ 

“In view of the fact that Roland is 
#0 dangerously ill and his recovery very 
doubtful, I belleve you had better have 
the suit for separate maintenance dis- 
missed at once. 

“I tried to get word to you before, 
tut you were out of the city. If agree- 
able to you I would like for you to still 
represent my interests, as they are far 
from being in a satisfactory state.” 

In the separate maintenance suit Mrs. 


Johnston said they were married Sept. 


18, 1895, and separated Nov. 14, 1910. She 
charged that he abandoned her April 11, 
1912, and neglected to provide for her 
after that time. She asked he be re- 
quired to pay her $100 a month. 

They have one son, Lyle, 14 years old.

TOKIO, Dec. 23.—The retrial of the 

Christian converts who are accused of 
having plotted against the Japanese 
suzerainty in Korea has resulted in 
many authenticated disclosures as to 
cruelties practiced by the Japanese in 
order to get confessions from the ac- 
cused and their witnesses. 
Owing to the censorship it is prac- 
tically impossible to put the trial in its 
correct light before the Western world 
of newspaper readers. The Japan pa- 
pers, on hints from the Government, 
have ignored the trial thfdughout, print- 
ing now and then a misleading anti- 
Korean item. Even the Japan Times, a 
foreign but semi-official sheet, has had 
nothing of the proceedings since the be- 
ginning, when it penne a misleading 
notice. 

There were originally 123 of the pris- 
oners, Koreans who had been convert- 
ed by Presbyterian and Methodist Epis- 
copal missjonaries, The specific charge 
was that the converts had conspired to 
assassinate Count Terauchi, the Gov- 
ernor-General of Korea, at the opening 
of the Yalu River bridge. The trial be- 
gan on June 28. On Sept. 28, 10 of 
the accused were convicted and the rest 
were acquitted. The retrial on appeal 
began on Nov. 27.

Tells a Tragic Story of the Rot- 
ting of a Man’s Character 
Under Temptation. 


ALWAYS GRIMLY LOGICAL 


Excellent Company Emphasizes 
the Appeal of Its Situations 
by Powerful Work.

HE most obvious teaching of ‘‘Fine 
T Feathers,’’ which began its Christ- 
mas week engagement at the 
Shubert on Sunday evening, is that 4 
wife may not compel her honest, hus- 
band to become a thief in order that 
the shall wear pretty gowns and live 
luxuriously unless she is willing to 
see him end his life as a suicide, honest 

men not being happy as thieves. 

This is the dreadful thing that comes 
to pass because of young Mrs. Bob 
Reynolds’ love of finery in the story 
told by Eugene Walter‘s play and, as 
one might expect, Playwright Walter 
makes it come. to pass with a grimly 
inevitabie certainty that gives an audi- 
ence more than one pitying shudder 
during the story’s ‘progress. 

It all seemed very easy at first, the 
facile sinning by which poor Bob Rey- 
nolds gained $40,000 as if it had fallen 
into his hands from the skies ¢hem- 
selves. But the truth that the gaining 
of this money was due to his dishonest- 
ly rendering a favorable verdict tpon 
the concrete material entering into the 
building of a great dam spelled tragedy 
from the very instant of that sin’s 
committing, Bob Reynolds not being 
the sort of a man of whom criminals 
are made without a resultant curse fol- 
lowing the crime. He was a doomed 
creature the moment he became a thief 
and his suicide was as consistent a 
feature of his pitiful story as was the 
love for his wife that first made him 
steal to put handsome gowns upon her 
back, 

All of which sounds very sinister an: 
forbidding. The truth is, however, that 
Eugene Walter has been. skilful enough 
to inject so much “comedy into his trag- 
edy, mainly through the medium of 
Dick Meade, a socialistic newspap2r 
reporter, Mrs. Collins, a gossiping 
neighbor of the Reynolds, and Frieda, 
their Scandinavian maid-of-all-work. 
that an audience is led laughing to the 
very verge of the ultimate tragedy it- 
self. 

This truth, dn deed, together with 
the oceasional Voicing by John Brand, 
a maker of. thieves in business life, of 
a sort of ironic philosophy which al- 
most ,ustifies poor Bob Reynolds in his 
sinning, causes the ultimate tragedy 
to seem all the more terrible. Remem- 
bering how potent is character in the 
shaping of human destinies, one feels 
that Bob Reynolds is entirely true to 
himself in becoming a drunkard after 


‘The has become a thief. 


Yet, when he carries life’s logic to ‘ts 
final analysis by killing himself, one 
almost resents this insistence upon ti- 
“He need not have 
done it!’’ is the instinctive cry. ‘‘Every- 
body who got anywhere in his world 
got there by stealing. Why couldnt 
he have been smugly content, along 
with all the rest?’’ 

Why, indeed, except that God hadn’t 
made him that way. 

The play has been finely strenisthened 
since, under the title of “Homeward 
Bound,”’ it was seen in St. Louts a sea- 
s0n or so’ ago, with Arnold Daly play- 
ing the role of Bob Reynolds and Char- 
lotte Walker that of young Mrs. Rey- 
nolds. It is now even more admirably 
presented by an all-star. company so 
well balanced that _the performance is a 
joy to contemplate. 

Robert Edeson doesn’t quite mbve you 
to a melting pity of Bob Reynolds as 
did Arnold Daly, but he plays the part 
along more robust melodramatic lines 
and scores more effectively with his 
audience. Lolita Robertson is a bit 
stronger than was Charlotte Walker as 
Mrs. Bob Reynolds, especially in the ut- 
ter sincerity with which she hurries her 
husband into the sin that enriches them 
so-comfortably for the time being. 
Wilton Lackaye is admirable as the 
eynical “big business’? man, John Brand 
who justifies graft as ‘“‘merely taking 
advantage of the other fellow’s blun- 
ders.”” The Dick Meade, Socialist news- 
paper man, of Max Figman’s playing is 
a joyous creation at most moments, yet, 
when occasion demands, finely serious 
and earnest. Rose Coghian’s seasoned 
art makes her Mrs. Collins a joy to lov- 
ers of good comedy. Amelia Sumers as 
Frieda, the maid, is keenly humorous

GIRL BURNED AT A GRATE 


Mother Puts Out Blaze, Saving 
Her From Serious Injury. 


Misse Alta Berry, 15 years old, was 
saved from serious burns by the cour- 
age of her mother, Mrs. Fannie Berry, 
about 12:15 a. m.

Starts Auspiciously-at the, 
Century 


At the Century Theater Sunday even- 
ing Joseph Sheehan thrilled his listen- 
ers with a return of his old-time voice 
as Manrico in “Il Trovatore,” singing 
the role with all the dash and beauty 
with which he was wont to sing it 
some dozen years ago when he was 
proclaimed one of the really great 
Manricos. From the moment of the 
first ootes of his melody behind the 
scenes, in the opening act, the Sheehan 
voice was recognized in the full beauty 
of its lyric sweetness. 

The big trio, with Louis La Valle as 
Count di Luna and Gladys Caldwell as 
Leonori, immediately following this 
opening number, put the opera on sure 
footing, and from then on it was an 
easy triumph for Sheehan, leaving the 
doubtful second honors between the 
Count, Leonori and Azucena, until the 
final act, when Alma Stetzler, singing 
the gypsy mother, scored an undoubted 
triumph in the beautiful “Home to 
Our Mountain’? number, thus placing 
her secénd to Sheehan. 

Except for one or two slips on her high 
notes in the early part of the opera, the 
singing of the Leonori role by Miss Cald- 
well was praiseworthy, but at no time 
was it possessed of that quality that is 
necessary to win especial praise in an 
opera so well known and so oft sung as 
‘Tl Trovatore.” It is difficult to differ- 
entiate. between opera at high prices 
and popular-price opera when part of 
the cast is worthy of the higher price 
and some worthy of a place near the top 
of the popular-price opera. Thus Sheehan 
Sunday evening was making the task 
difficult for the other members of his 
company, who, without him, might have 
shown much more bDrilliancy.. Leonori 
suffered most by this overshadowing

ferson County has been torn from 

its native heath and brought to 
St. Louis to gladden the eyes of 12,000 
children at the Post-Dispatch Christ- 
mas Festival at the Coliseum Wednes- 
day.

Obermiller, superintendent of suburban 
construction for the company, last 
Thursday went to Shaffering’s farm 
near Local, Mo., where the finest Mis- 
souri cedars grow, and spent a day go- 
ing over the grove to pick out the finest 
and largest and most symmetrical tree 
that grew there. 

When he had found one that suited 
him it was cut down by a Bell Tele- 
phone crew and lowered by the aid of 
mee ropes to a truck on which a special 
frame had been built, large enough to 
carry such a big tree. It could not first 
be allowed to fall to the ground and 
then loaded on the wagon because it 
was too heavy. It was found to be near- 
ly 4 feet in height, with an 1I18-foot 
reach of limbs. 

After it had been made snug and 
tight on the truck, the long drive of 37 
miles to St. Louis was begun. The 
greater part of the day was needed to 
bring it in. The team was driven by 
Tom Coyle, a Bell Telephone employe, 
who has performed a similar service for 
the Post-Dispatch Christmas Festival 
in former years.

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INDUSTRIAL OLD AGE PENSIONS. 
The announcement that the Frisco Railroad 
system is about to put a pension system in opera- 
tion comes as one of the seasonable bits of news 
at Christmas. But before plans are perfected, it 
might be well for the Frisco management to con- 
sider whether the age at which the pension may 
be enjoyed, which has been placed at 70, is not 
too great, if the system is to be as beneficial as 





{its projectors doubtless intend. 


In order to emphasize this question, the manag- 
ers might obtain figures showing how many men 
of 70 years or over are now in the employ of the 
Frisco lines. At the time the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. announced its pension system, 
Miles W. Dawson, a New York actuary, and ex- 
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chances with insolvent individuals, or with those 
who have their property In their wives’ names, or 
bave invested all their means in the automobile? 
Prohibiting this kind of insurance would do 
much more harm than good. It is a necessity to 
the business man for his credit may depend upon 
it.

There have been cases where loans were 
called because of the pendency of a personal in- 
jury suit against the borrower, and calling the 
‘loan resulted in bankruptcy. It should not be 
forgotten that there are many cases where the in- 
jvry was caused solely by the carelessness of the 
injured party, and yet, when such cases reached 
the jury, the prejudices against automobiles fre- 
avently influenced a verdict against the driver. It 
is not fair to permit a careful and cautious driver 
tw protect himself against such contingencies? 
The Automobile Club of St. Louis is, of course 
cpposed to reckless driving and has done much to 
discourage and prevent it. We deplore the large 
number of accidents, and have recommended many 
things that would decrease them. Our recommen- 
dations havé not always been favorably acted 
upon, but for this we are not responsible. If the 
withdrawal of insurance would have any effect 
in minimizing accidents, I would favor it, but I 
sincerely believe that the public would not only 
derive no benefit, but would in fact suffer from 
such action. When you have further considered 
the subject, I hope you will reach the conclusion 
that I have, that although it might help matters to 
regulate insurance, {t would be a serious mistake, 


without any resulting benefit, to prohibit it. .

United States concludes with these 
words: 

“Nor shall any state deprive any 
person of life, liberty, or property with- 
out due process of law; nor deny to 
any person within its jurisdiction the 
equal protection of the laws.” 

What is the “state,” in the coa- 
templation of this inhibition of the 
Federal Constitution? Who is entitled 
to speak for a ‘state?’ 

Suppose the chief executive of a state 
declares that certain persons, accused 
of committing particular crimes, are 
beyond the protection of the laws and 
shall be denfed their protection? 

Perhaps the questions are academic. 
Perhaps, as a practical matter, a state, 
through its executive, may openly defy 
the Constitution of the United States. 
Whether that be true or not, there is 
little to be gained by inviting a clash 
with the Federal Government or by 
furnishing the enemies of state rights 
with argument for the restriction of 
those rights. 

Suppose that a lynching should be 
threatened and that the Governor 
should refuse, when called upon, to 
take steps to prevent it, is it not pos- 
sible that a President would send 
troops into that State in order that a 
person might not be denied the “equal 
protection of the laws?’ , 

The probability that the Federal Gov- 
ernment would resort to such measures 
is now remote but utterly foolish and 
unnecessary expressions*of state execu- 
tives might have the effect of starting 
an agitation in Congress for Federal 
legislation to suppress lynching and 


punish lynchers.

If an automobile, motor cycle, wagon or 
buggy should come up behind you the wheel will run upion the end of 
lever, bent in an L shape, and that trips the springs in hee] and jumps 
you up in the air till the vehicle passes, then you come down on the 
springs, making it easy for you to land without a jar. Your weight as 
you come down on the springs will push them back in shoe heel and the 
ratchet tongue will catch them; then you are ready to go on your journey.
